MANILA, June 13. 8:30 p. m—The most 
stubbornly contested battle of the war was 
fought within sound of Manila to-day. 

The battle ground is on the Zapote River, 


between Las Pinas and Bacoor. 
Gen. Lawton called out the whole force 
of 3000 men and at 5 o’clock he was only 


able to push the insurgents back 6500 yards 


to the Zapote River, where they are en- 
trenched., 

The insurgents resisted desperately and 
egetressively. They attempted to turn the 
feft flank of the American troops. 

American loss is conservatively es- 
timal 4 at 60. The battle continues as this 
tech is cabled. 

The secretary of Gen. Pio de] Pilar, who 
‘ie next to Aguinaldo in command of the tn- 
‘surgents, deserted on Sunday and fied to 
the American lines. He informed Gen. Otls 
that the rebels would abandon Paranaque 
end Las Pinas, and would take a stand on 
ithe benks of the Zapote River, where their 
‘strongest position is located.

For the first time in the campaign Amert- 
can fleld guns were engaged.in an artillery 
duel against a Filipino battery concealed 
in the jungle. 

Companies F and I of the Twenty-first 
Infantry were nearly surrounded by a large 
body of insurgents, but the Americans cut 
their way out with heavy loss. 

The United States turret ship Monadnock 
and the gunboats Helena and Zaffro trained 
their batteries at Bakoor and the rebel 
trenches near Las Pinas all morning. Ba- 
koor was once on fire, but the natives 
Stopped the spread of the flames. 

During the night an insurgent cannon 
was fired three times at the Americans on 
the outskirts of Las Pinas. 

Gen. Lawton this morning took a bat- 
talion of the Fourteenth Regiment and two 
companies of the Twenty-first Regiment to 
locate the rebel battery, and then two guns 
of the Sixth Artillery and four mountain 
guns were planted against it at 600 yards 
distance. The rebels had a large gun, from 
which they were firing home- -made canister 
loaded with nails. 


Their shooting was “most accurate. The 
first lot of canister burst directly in front 
of Scott's guns and another shattered the 
leg of a private in the Fourteenth Infantry. 
Several shots struck the edge of the town, 

The country traversed was as bad as it 
is possible to imagine. being mainly 
lagoons, mud and water, fringed with bam- 
boos. As soon as the fighting opened the 
Americans were attacked by hidden rifie. 
men on all sides, even the Amigos or 
“friendly’’ natives, in the houses of ihe 
town, shooting in their rear. 

The companies of the 2ist Regiment, 
skirmishing along the beach, with Amigo 
guides, found, apparently, a handful of 

rebels, who retreated. The men of the 
Twenty-first followed, and suddenly «he 
rebels opened a terrific fire on the troops 
from the sides and the rear, The sOldiers 
withdrew to the water's edge, finding what 

shelter they could, and were Dickéd off 
rapidly. 

After their ammunition was nearly ex- 
hausted, the companies of the Twenty- 
first retreated, but Gen. lawton dashed 
down and raiiied the men. A little group 
made @ desperate stand. Gen. Lawton, 
Maj. Starr and Lieuts. Donovan and Con. 
nolly, taking rifles from the wounded men, 
fired at the enemy, bringing down geome of 
the rebel sharpshooters from a tree. Final- 
iy thelr cartridges were all gone and they 
were forced to break through the enemy's 
flank, carrying the wounded to the main 
body of the troops. 

Lieut. Donovan, whose leg was broken. 
floundered for a mile through a bog after 
leading his men in the face of a greatly 
superior force. 


Gen. Lawton ceased fighting untll rein- 
forcements could be brought. Two battal-

The Cheltenham strikere became riotous 
Tuesday morning. Two teamsters were 4t- 
tacked and seriously injured. 

One of the teamsters fired a revolver at 
the crowd, Dut the bullets struck nobody. 
The police dispersed the rioters and arrest- 
ed one man. 

About 8 o'clock Duncan Jones and Isaac 
Moore were driving clay carts along the 
old Manchester road. A gang of §@ Italians 
set upon them and showered bits of rock 
at them. Both men were struck many 
times about the head and body and re- 
ceived painful cuts and bruises. 

Moore drew a revolver and fired at the 
crowd. The sight of the revolver caused 
the rioters to fall back and the sound of 
the shots brought several mounted police- 
men galloping to the spot. 

The police dashed in among the Italians 
and fired a few shots in the air and com- 
manded them to disperse. 

Most of them obeyed sullenly, George 
Pedro became obstreperous ont Officer 
Meehan arrested him near Shaw avenue 
and he was locked up. 

No more trouble is expected Tuesday, but 
Wednesday morning a conflict is likely to 
occur. 

It will be brought about by the attempt 
of part of the men to go to work. 

Ss. W. Hatfield, foreman for BPvens & 
Howard, said Tuesday that a delegation of 
Italians had come to him and offered to 
work at the old wagés, provided they were 
allowed to wheel 40 bricks instead of 530 as 
a wheelbarrow load, Mr. Hatfield said he 
made this concession and the men would 
go back to work Wednesday morning. 

It is said about 150 of the ItaHans want 
to gO back to work. The other 400 will try 
to "prevent them, and, it is thought, will

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IHAVE YOU SEEN 
DAISY ARRASMITH? 


DAISY ARRASMITH. 
Disappeared in Company With Her Father, Robert Arrasmith, 12 Days Ago. 


The fate of Robert Arrasmith and his. 5- 
year-old daughter Daisy is still a mystery. 
They have not been seen since they boarded 
an electric car on West Main street in 
Beileville to come to St. Louis, a week ago 
last Thursday. Had the earth closed over 
them their disappearance could not be more 
complete. 

It is certain that when Arrasmith left his 
home he had no thought of not returning. 
This is indicated by h!s bride’s statement of 
the circumstances. She related them Tues- 
day morning to a Post-Dispatch reporter at 
her home, four miles north of Belleville. 

‘Ever since we were married,”’ she sald, 
“Robert had been talking about taking 
Daisy to St. Louis and showing her the 
sights. A few days before he left he apoke 
of going to the city to attend to some busi- 
ness. On Wednesday he said he would go 
the next day, 80 as to get back and load 
two cars with ties before the end of the 
week. 

‘Thursday morning when he began to 
get ready I asked him if he wanted to take 
Daisy along. He said he believed he wouldn't 
take her unt the next time. 

“T sald she had been looking forward to 
the trip and he ought to take her and if she 
would not be too much trouble to him Il 
would get her ready. 

“He asked me if I wouldn't go along. I 
eaid I would go some other time. He said 
‘all right, then, get Daisy ready and I will 
take her with me.’ ”’ 

So Mrs. Arrasmith put a red and black 
figured dress on the child, the same one 
worn by her when the accompanying pic- 
ture was taken, a red and white straw hat, 
with red trimmings, and black shoes and 
etockings, and Arrasmith lifted her te the 
high seat of the wagon. 

He kf’sed his wife good-by and drove 
away toward Belleville. At the crest of the 
little hill near the house the child waved 
an adieu to the woman ashe regarded as 
her mother. That was the last seen by 
Mre. Arrasmith either of her husband or 
the child. 

When they did not return that night Mrs, 


Arrasmith did not worry. She thought he 
had merely decided to stay in St. Louis 
until the next cay. 

But when he did not return Friday she 
sent her brother, Rudolph Schmidt. to 
Belleville and St. Loule. He found the 
team at Schreck’s wagon yard on West 
Main street, in Belleville, and learned that 
Arrasmith had takén an electric car for 
St. Louls with the little girl, In St. Loui 
he did not know Dping to nee look. He walk

When he returned to Mrs. Arrasmith and 
told of his fruitiesg search she had him re- 
turn and ask the police to look for the 
missing ones. 

Mrs. Arrasmith was so anxious that she 
came over herself and. pleaded with Chief 
Desmond to make every effort to find her 
husband and the child. 

Mrs. Arrasmith cannot suggest a solution 
of the mystery. Her knowledge of the 
world is not great enough for her to- even 
formulate a theor She just sits in a rock- 
ing chair in the little cabin in the edge of 
the timber and waits, starting up at every 
footstep and every sound of wheels. 

She is almost as anxious about the child 
as about her husband. For the past year 
the child had lived with her and her moth- 
er at their home in Ottawa, Iill., and she 
had become greatly attached to “tt. The 
child’s mother died five yearé ago in giving 
it birth. Arrasmith then lived at Walton, 
Ky. He had a eister, Mrs. Anna Pierce, at 
Ottawa. He went there tWO» years ago, 
taking the child with him. Until he became 
eugaged to Miss Schmidt the child was kept 
by his eister, 

Prior to that he told Miss Schmidt that 
his wife's mother was very anxious to have 
the child, and he then talked of sending 
Daisy to her, but he never spoke of that 
pices Miss Schmidt assumed the care of 

er. 

Mrs. Arrasmith does not remember 
whether the child's grandmother lives at 
Walton, Ky., or Patriot, Ind. 

Mrs. Arrasmith does not know what busi- 
ness her husband was going to attend to 
in St. Louis or where he was likely to go 
when he reached this side of the river. She 
does not know the names of any of his 
friends in 8t. Louis. 

Morris Lewis of Ottawa and Mrs. Carrie 
Thomas Alexander of Belleville are almost 
as anxious about the missing man and child 
as is his wife. hey had unbounded con- 
fidence in the man and cannot bring them- 

selves to believe that he is v voluntarily atay- 
ing away. Arrasmith worked at Ottawa for 
Mr. Lewis, who is a brother-in-law of Mrs. 
Alexander. Mr. Lewis liked him so well 
that he gave him charge of his farm north 
of Belleville. Arrasmith was “handy” and 
‘energetic. He built a anug house of logs 
for his bride ard made many improvements. 

The house its beside the Air Line tracks, 
between Belleville and Grassland, in the 
edge of the timber, from which a contractor 
has been taking out ties several months. 
Arrasm@h represented Mr. Lewis in these 
transac thens. 

When he went to Ottawa a month ego 
to get married he paid over to Mr. Lewis 
$i”. His books show that he now owes 
Mr. Lewis about.$500. A large part of this 
he had on his person when he went away. 

Mr. Lewis says the fact that Arrasmith 
was owing him need not have worried him 
in the least, 

For some time Arrasmith hed complained 
of severe headaches. Mr. Lewis thinks he 
pay have become suddenly deranged in St.

When Arrasmith came to St. Louls he 
wore a light fedora hat with black band, 
black cutaway coat and vest, trousers of a 
light check pattern, a silk bosom shirt and 
brown cloth top shoes.

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Nearly Every House in New Richmond, a Town of * 
Inhabitants, Was Blown Away or Wrecked and | i” 
Burned by the Fire Which Broke Out | , 

as Soon as the Cloud Had Passed.

NEW RICHMOND, Wis., June 18—With 
a loss of life that is appalling—probably 
reaching 200—and a property loss of hun- | 
dreds of thousands of dollars, a tornado 
swept across” the Mississippi Valley east 
and slightly north of St. Paul last night, 
practically annihilating New Richmond and 
causing destruction at Hastings, Minn., 
Boardman, and Hudson, and many other 
points In Wisconsin. 

For the past 48 hours atmospheric condl- 
tions in the valley have been ripe for the 
birth of a tornado. Following the storm 
of Saturday and Sunday the air has been 
full of moisture and the heat oppressive. 

The tornado originated west of the Mis- 


sissippi, near Hastings. 


The devastating cloud swept across the 
river, following a path near Hudson and 
‘Boardman until it struck New Richmond. 

It was at New Richmond, a town of 200 
inhabitants, that the storm did its most 
furious work. It is still impossible to ac- 
ourately state the loss of human life, and 
/the number of maimed persons left In the 


storm’ 8 track.

The cloud was seen approaching the 
town a few minutes before 6 o’clock. It 
came from the southwest with a roar 
mightier than the noise of Niagare. 

With its full force it struck the south 
part of the city, sweeping every building 
in its path. In three minutes the de- 
struction was done. 

The largest brick blocks crumbled like 
egg shells. The lighter frame structures 
were whisked away like so much straw 
and many houses were carried for blocks 
and dashed to the earth. 

Five hundred buildings, the finest tn the 
town, were wrecked, and when the storm 
had pressed about the only structures of 
any note left standing were the Cadtholic 
and Baptist churches.

F:ANK E. ROBINSON FAILED TO 
APPEAR FOR TRIAL. 


WAS CHARGED WITH “MASHING” 


Mr. and Mrs. Ustick Were in Judge 
Kinsey’s Court Prepared to Give 
Their Testimony. 


Frank E. Robinson, the St. Joseph busi- 
ness man who was arrested on complaint 
of Mr. E. T. Ustick that he had annoyed 
Mrs. E. T. Ustick by attempting to flirt 
with ther, did not appear in the First Dis- 
trict Police Court when his case was called 
for trial Tuesday.

Before the case was called Churchill was 
worried. He frankly said to all who asked 
him that he didn’t believe Robinson was 
going to appear.

Churchill, ‘‘and I'm going to be blamed for 
it. and the Lord knows I was dead anxious 
to have him here. This case is going to 
give me trouble.

And I’m 
dead innocent all the time, Judge Ciaiborne 
has thrown up the case an Robinson 
won't be here.

It may take Mr. Churchill longer than 
two weeks to get rid of the responsibility 
for Robinson's failure to appear. 
Mr. Ustick said Tuesday at noon:

The fact that this 
man didn’t appear in court is conclusive 
yroof that he is guilty. I won't say what

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FRUITS OF ERIBERY AND MONOPOLY, 


In Cleveland, O., where all the street car lines have been 
consolidated into a huge monopoly, there is a strike among the 
employes. The public is without any street car service. The 
employes must accept the wages and terms imposed upon 
them by the street car syndicate, or leave Cleveland to find 
work. Both the public and the street car workmen of Cleve- 
land are absolutely within the power of the street car syndi- 
cate. They are helplessly bcund to a monopoly. 

This is the condition which the State Legislature voted to 
impose upon St. Louis, and which will be imposed upon the 
city if Gov. Stephens succumbs to the influence of the monopo- 
lists and signs the street railway monopoly bill. 

Fhould this bill become law St. Louis street railway trans- 
portation will be absolutely monopolized by a foreign syndi- 
cate, formed to make as much profit as possible out of the 
privileges bought from the Municipal Assembly and the State 
Legislature. Not only will all the street railways be gathered 
under one management, but security is provided in the bill by 
a special clause against the possibility of future competition. 

The monopoly bill now pending before Gov. Stephens is the 
consummation vf the purpose embodied in the Central Trac- 
tion franchise steal and the Lindell Railway franchise steal. 
These franchise jobs secured to the syndicate all the street 
transportation privileges worth having. The next step, after 


purchasing the vlanket franchises from the Municipal Assem- 


bly, was to purchase from the State Legislature a measure 
securing the monopoly and all of its fruits. 

It is true, as the promoters of the monopoly say, that great 
economies will be accomplished by the consolidation. Plants 
and cffices will be concentrated. The number of employes 
will be greatly reduced and the pay of the remaining employes 
will re eacaled down. The service to the public will be reduced 
to a minimum. 

Laber and its wages being reduced and the public ser- 
vice reduced, v-here is the gain to the public? There is 
no provision for a decrease of fares, but there is a special 
provision to secufe to the owners of the monopoly all 
the tenefits of economies in labor and _ service. The 
bill lexalizes an unlimited issue of stocks and bonds. 
The capital of the consolidated roads may be watered 
up to the full value of the monopoly franchises.. Issues of 
millions of doliars of new stocks and bonds are ready to be 
put out. The people must pay for them in fares, in decreased 
wages and reduced service. 

In return for all of these rich monopoly privileges—privileges 
which will enable the monopolists to capitalize the roads at 
four times thcir cost, the syndicate offers a vague clause per- 
mitting the issue of transfers. 

Notices of increases of stocks and bonds which will bring 
the capitalization of the St. Louis street railways up to $70,- 
000,000 have been given. Eventually the capitalization will 
reach 3100,000,006. 

Yet Gov. Stephens says he is not sure that this bill to se- 
cure a monopoly of street car transportation and vastly to 
enrich bribe-giving monopolists at the expense of labor and 
the public is a trust measure. 
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Ex-Gov. Moge's scheme to take the 12,000,000 negroes of the 
South, divide them up pro rata among the States, and give 
the New England, Northern and Western States their share 
would afford tne Northern people a good idea of the negro, 
and might greatly improve the colored race, but it is not likely 
to be udopted. It is much easier to talk and write philan- 
thropy than to practice it.

JIM CORBETT BOBS UP AGAIN. 


He Says That Any One Who Thinks 
He Is Out of the Game 
Is Mistaken. 


There has always been great rivalry be- 
tween the West End Club and the Business 
Men's Gymnasium. 

A few days ago Jim Scanlan, the “Pitts- 
burg Siasher,”’ put Charley Lawler to sleep 
in a jiffy.

“When I left Manila, May 9," said Com- 

ander Ford, “we heid not quite as much 

round as Was ours during ome first pari 
of August last year, and our lines were 
restricted to the suburbs of Manila. These 
troops did pugh out into the country, bu 
couki not hold the ground whey made Dy 
raids and were obliged to fali back. It 
is kmpossible to conquer the peopie or to 
gain the islands without more troops. If 
we send a great many more soldiers out 
there and bend all our energies to doing 
it, we can beat them and take the isiand. 
Ix would mean great loss of life and consid- 
erable time, but it could be done. As it is 
now, it is all we can do to hold our own. 
The ineurgents are constantly encroaching, 
and though, as 1 have said, raids are made, 
the natives driven back and the dine thrown 
out, we can't hold the ground, because we 
have not enough men, 

“The natives make no advances of their 
own, but wait and shoot when they can, 
do all the damage to us they know how, 
and when we esally out they are driven 
back into places where it is impossible to 
follow, so strong is their number, so im- 
pregnable the country. 

“The fellows we deal with out there are 
not ignorant savages, fighting: with bows 
and arrows, but an- intelligent, Mberty- 
loving people, full of courage and deter-~ 
mination. Originally the natives of those 
islands sprang from Japanese stock and are 
identically the same race, with a change 
in language and customs. 

‘I have pictures taken there which 1 
brought home of native women who would 
be handsome anywhere, and of good look- 
ing, brainy men. They have the intebiect 
and the siamina to govern themselves and 
have done it 30 years, although under the 
rule of Spain. ey were the clerks, the 
bookkeepers, the assessors, and managed 
the entire machinery of government, Their 
courage is undoubted, and they fight to the 
death, having among them a superstition 
than if yos are killed you do not really 
—. but in three days reappear somewhere 
else. 

“As for their condition now, as far as I 
can see, they are etronger, more determined 
and more skillful in the art of war than 
when the fighting out there started and as 
the days go by they increase fn strength 
and knowledge, having nine or eleven mil- 
lions ef people to draw from. They cer- 
tainly don’t think theirs ts a hopeless fight 
and I don’t think any one else does who 
knows anything about it. 

“What they are fighting for now is ab- 
solute and entire liberty. They don’t want 
us there or over them, and in the course 
of time might wear out our patience en- 
tirely. An excellent postal and telegraph 
system is in existence, which we wish very 
much we could get hold of. While they 
fight for entire freedom, all they ask is a 
chance for Hfe, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness, and they care not whether it 
be a Republic of their own or some form 


of North America, I see nothing promising 
in the struggle, not any hope of speedy 
success on our part, unless many more 
troops are sent. 

“The problem can be solved, however 
and I believe that if a proposa] were madé 
to the natives to lay down their arms upon 
the promise that the United States would 
annex the islands, treat them as Americans 
and make their country a territory of ours, 
the rebellion—if such it can be called—for 
we had no claim on them—wouild melt awa 
like a block of ice before the sun. A good, 
level-headed governor couki be appoinied 
and given full veto power, while the rest 
of the government could be in the hands of 
the natives. 

‘No proposals of this kind have, how- 
ever, been made to the inos. The 
chief thorn in the side of the islanders !s 
the Spanish priest and when he ts taken 
out of the country much of the trouble will 
dissolve itself, Not that I mean their re- 
HMgion should be taken away from them. 
They are all Catholics, and I know of no 
people who more strictly live up to the re- 
quirements of their religious belief, but the 
Spanish priests have created most of the 
trouble for the natives. There is now a 
good chance to send them out. as the 
are Spanish officials, and should go wit 
the rest of the Spanish institutions.

MRS. CADY IN REBELLION. 


Man Who Owns the Shelter Premises 
Has Taken a Large Hand in 
the Controversy. 


each other there is usually a row of first- 
class proportions; and it. seems that their 
propensity for disagreement is communi- 
cated to those who attempt to protect them 
from a cruel world. The ‘Woman's Hu- 
mane Society learned this bitter lesson last 
year, and the echoes of the row that took 
piace then are stil reverberating. 

Now the Golden Chain Society, Which un- 


dertook to befriend all the homeless dogs 
and cats in the-city, is on the eve of digrup- 
tion. Legal proceedings, revolvers, a hor- 
rid man—these are the features of the en- 
tertainment. 

The latest developments came Monday, 
when ata meeting at the Planters’ Hotel, 
charges were preferred against Mrs. Cady. 
Another meeting will be held Wednesday 
at the same place, at ‘which it is said Mrs. 
Cady will either be dropped from the roll 
of the society or she will become the so- 
ciety and the rest will get out. 

The cause of the charges against Mrs. 
Cady is alleged to be her alliance with 
Thomas H. Williams, who has taken pos- 
session of the dog and cat shelter at 4124 
Fair avenue, and willruniton his own ac- 
count. It is alleged that Wiliams threat- 
ened certain of the members of the society 
Who attempted to take possession Sunday, 
and that he flourished a revolver. Mrs. 
Cady is charged with having instigated 
the rebellion on the part of Williams, and 
with lending active aid and comfort to him 
while he ts in a state of insurrection. 

Willams says he is the owner of the 
“shelter,”’ and has a right to do what he 
pleases with h’'s own premises. He also 
makes the charge that Mrs. Calkins. a 
member of the society, ordered him to com- 
mit dog and cat murder. The means of 
death was to be chloroform. 

A certain pony which Williams claims to 

rom the brink of a prema- 
ture grave is also in dispute. He claims 
Mrs. Calkins wanted the pony chloroformed. 
too. 

The defiant attitude of W!lNams and Mrs. 
Cady’'s epert of him, caused a lively skir- 
mish in the meeting Monday afternoon. 
There “were charges and counter-charges, 
but although the majority is said to have 
been against Mrs. Cady, she held her own. 

Now her opponents have decided that 
either Mrs. Cady must ‘go out, or they will 
withdraw, leaving her to run the society as 
she pleases. 

Another interesting complication arises 
from the civil suit instituted by Miss Ida 
Lucien Woods to recover $100 alleged to be 
her share in the proceeds of an entertain- 
ment given at the Fourteenth Street The- 
ater for the benefit of the society. She al- 
leges that Miss Bradford took possession of 
all the Fy pceese in the name of the society. 
This suit has frightened all members of the 
pectety who have property. They remember 
Mrs. Dr. Reed's experience. Her house was 
attached for the costs in the litigation grow- 
ing out of the difficulties in the Woman's 
Humane Society.

EXCITEMENT HAS SUBSIDED. 


Return of Drs. Standlee and Martin, 
Who Made an Investigation of 
the Infected Town. 


There is now no doubt of the existence 
of smallpox at Eivins, Mo., but the ma- 
jority of the cases under suspicion were 


found to be chickenpox. Four cases are 
recognized as smallpox.

Hven this final decision on the part of 
the St. Louis physicians did not have the 
effect of quieting the fears of those who 
had sided with that portion of the local 
medical fraternity who have all along in- 
sisted that it was the plague. Several of 
the surrounding towns are still of the same 
opinion, and to be on the safe side have 
established quarantine regulations against 
those towns in which suspicious cases have 
appeared, namely: Elvis, Doe Run and 
Farmington, all in §t. Francois County. 
This is but a temporary action, and the 
rules are not stringent; it is simply in the 
nature of a precautionary measure. 

Both the St. Louis medicoes, Drs. Stand- 
lee and Martin, returned to their homes 
Monday evening, their visit having to a 
great extent restored the confidence of the 
community, for previous to the vism of 
the experts it was between two fires, one of 
which insisted that each case was none oth- 
er than smallpox, and the other which ut- 
terly denied its existence. 

The residents of the district are amply 
able to take care of the few cases found 
and will not require outside aid.

The six. young men, who occupy the 
rooms, are electricians. They are good
